THE STEEL TRUST DECISION 


Once again wo havo proof of the fully of employing punitive 


legislation against trusts. 
Ton years ago the biggest trust in 


the world, the Oil Trust, was found guilty of violating the Sher- 
man act, and ordered to dissolve. 
The result showed that a 


decree of dissolution does no good. 
Today the next largest 


trust, the Steel Trust, i? found innocent. 
The result, so far as 


consumers are t'oncorned, wili no doubt, be precisely the same 
as if it had been found guilty. 


It i? thirty years since the Sherman law was enacted. 
Tl was 


foredoomed" to failure because no law of that kind can prevent 
men from taking advantage of conditions created by other laws 
that remain unrcpealed. 
Punitive legislation has not eliminat- 


ed even the most petty forms of theft. Why expect it to elimi- 
nate practice^ that can create fortunes like those of Rockefeller 
or Morgan? 
And even if proper enforcement of the law could 


accomplish such a result, why expect a majority of nine human 
beings, composing the Supreme Court, to order such enforce- 
ment when they are free to do otherwise? 


As it happens, a decision against the Steel Trust would not 


have put an end to its monopoly, altho there are millions of 
Americans who believe it would. 
But if surh a decision would 


have been the beneficent thing that many imagine, the situation 
in this country today would be that of a hundred arid ten 
million people kept tributary to a rapacious trust by four men 
on the Supreme Court. 
No remedy against a great wrong 


should be dependent on the .state of mind of a few individuals, 
however learned or well-meaning. 


There is a remedy that will do away with monopolistic extor- 


tion. Once enacted" into law it can be enforced w i t h o u t appeal- 
ing to courts, and regardless of judicial opinions. 
Monopolistic 


power rests in every case upon grants of special privilege. 
The 


remedy is to abolish privilege. The Oil Trust could not main- 
tain a monopoly if it were not allowed the privilege of con- 
trolling public rights of way for pipelines, and wei^e unable to 
get special fa\ors trom those monopolizing railroad rights of
